Although their 
headquarters have been maintained 
in Washington they have sold no stock 
of the two companies within the D*e- 
trict of Columbia, but their sales

It has been a long time ainoe tbe goveromeBt ha4 Mergn on Se 
carpet. 

It was in die civil war that Morgan fint a p p e ar ed upon So aceoe 
a< a financier. He was then 2t yesra oM. 

The government at the outbreak of the war was aalHng con¬ 
demned carbines. Arthur M. Eastman, a Now Ifampahire eidaon, poo- 
sessed of the virtue of fdresi^t, contracted to porebaae 6,000 caTbinat 
ai $3.50 each. 

The records dtsclospd that J. Fierpont Morgan waa his finandal 
backer. ^ 

Eastman sold the carbioea to Gen. Fremont, wbo had no anthority 
whatever to bay them, for $22 each. 

The carbines were shipped direct from tbe New York arsenal, 
where they were stored by the government, te the St. Louk arsenal, 
where Fremont eras stationed. 

Tlie transaction, which was typical of the manner in which the 
governmeot was cheated and swindled by army contractors, led to a 
congressional inquiry. The committee, after ascertaining the facta, 
reported :

tnoklnr a loaa to ths UnMad BUteo ot UtAU —but rtituaUy fur- 
niahad the money to pay Itoelt the tlt.MS which It reeolv.d. 


The committee recommended tbe aiithholding of payment, in that 
the fraud was palpable and the arms worthless. Subsequently a com* 
mission was appointed to pass npon tbe claim in connection wiA others 
of like nature. Tbe commission found that while the government had 
been cheated, and Fremont bad no authority to act as he did, yet the 
fact that be purchased tbe carbines imposed a certain obligation npen 
the government. To settle the matter, it decided that payment at tbe 
rate of $13.31 a carbine should be made. 

Morgan waa not satisfied. He took the $13.31 that the commis¬ 
sion allowed for the carbines that bad been bought from tbe govern¬ 
ment tor $3.50 and brought suit before the eonrt of claims for $5S,000. 
The case was entitled Simon Stevens vs. the United States government.

INFORMATION BUREAU. 

The national Socialist headquarters 
haa established an information de- 
partmenL It undertakes to answer 
questions that are most often asked 
and to gather information on malters 
submitted. The department was 
placed In charge of Carl D. Thompson 
last summer, and he took up the work 
as soon as his campaign lor the Wis¬ 
consin governorship was orsr.

He devoted fif¬ 
teen minutes to what I considered a 
very fair explanation of the rules of 
debate, and I naturally expected that 
he would accordingly make arrauge- 
ments to meet me at some time tn the 
very neitr future. Instead of this, how¬ 
ever. he made some of the most unfair 
propositions one can possibly imagine. 
First, he agreed to let me have tbe 
platform for ten minutes to open the 
meeting. Second, when 1 Informed 
him that I had oome to Fond du t-r 
upon Invitation to angv er him. and not 
atta*'k him. he offered to t1v< “aay Bo- 
c Al:st piker In tbe hail” five mlnutee 
before he spoke and five mtcutea at 
the close of hie “speech.” he to r'oee

“His “speech” eonslsted of alleged 
quotations from various Socialist pa¬ 
pers and from the wiiclnga of a num¬ 
ber of more or leas prominent B^lal- 
IstJ and near Socialists on Socialism 
and other aubjocts upon which they 
expressed their personal views.

Now, I am glad to loam that the German 
children are so nice, but eorry that so many 
of ojr American youth are so rude. Of course, 
there are many elfecepUms to the statement 
that American children a'u not pollls an«* 'well 
behaved. I perabaally know both be/s and 
girls who are loved by ev.'rybody who knows 
them because of their pi*>sant manners. 1 
hope all the readers of Oui Young Folks will 
reaoH's to be obedient to pareu>s and courteous 
to everybody.
